TO WILSON'S NOTE 
CANADA IS DEAD 


France and England Commend spent Most ot Lite Ridding 
It as Firm and Dignified. 
West of Robbers. 


WORTHY OF GREAT NATION. PUT END TO TRAIN HOLDUPS 


Following 
Riot* 
All 
Over 
Britain, 
British Government Decides to In* 
tern or Deport All Germans and Aus­ 
trian*, and Kin^ G eorgJ^irikes High 
Fo** From Ancient Order of Garter. 


President Wilson's note to Berlin de­ 
manding that Germany cease the kill­ 
ing of American citizens by torpedoing 
merchant ships without warning ere- 
ated a profound impression In Eng 
land and France. In both countries the 
message of protest was regarded as 
firm, dignified and statesmanlike. 
in London the general tone of com­ 
ment was that President Wilson hail 
added another to the list of great his­ 
torical messages and had shown great 
Strength in his entire absence of the 
use of any hard expression such as 
would make a proper reply from Ger­ 
many Impossible. 
' 
In Paris all comment was favorable 
to the firmness of the note, coupled 
with Its dignity and propriety of font*. 
President Wilson is spoken of tis “hav­ 
ing listened unequivocally to his own 
conscience and the voice of his people” 
and as having spoken as the worthy 
head of a great nation. 
The note represented more than three 
days of silent study of the situation. 
Prom the time that the first news of 
the sinking of the Lusitania was re­ 
l i v e d until the meeting of the cabinet 
President Wilson did not confer with 
a single one of Ids official advisers. 


W rote It In Shorthand. 
Fsually when the president composes 
a communication in the privacy of the 
White House study he writes d ire c ti­ 
on his ty is* writ cr, but this time be dic­ 
tated the famous note to himself. 
The uote was written originally by 
the president in shorthand.

ing memoranda, and the fact that he 
utilized it Iii writing the momentous 
comm unicat iou to Berlin indicates that 
he had ids thoughts well in mind and 
niider*«bMM| in advance i»erfeetly what 
he intended to sa}'.
